The Big Brother movement, 
the one-man-to-one-boy con- 
cept for youths who lack a 
father, or father image, in their 
lives, is coming to Virginia 
Beach. 

A group of 34 board members 
held a kick - off function last 
week at the Capes to introduce 
the new program and to solicit 
the help of prominent business- 
men. Come June, the board 
members will go into a public 
solicitation for the project. 

The goal is to raise $30,000 
so that ttie program miglit sur- 
vive for two years when it is 
expected to be taken over t>y the 
United Communities Fund. The 
first year's expenses wlU go in- 
to salaries for an executive dir- 
ector, a man experienced in 
youth work, his secretary and 
for office expenses. Interviews 
for the director's position will 
be held in June. The board 
anticipates expenditures of 
about $23,000 for the first year 
of. operation. 

This would provide "a cush- 
ion to go into the next year," 
said architect Wiley Cooke, one 
of theboard members. 

Once tlK financial problems 
are out of the way, the group 
wlU seek aduU male volunteers 
(ages 21 and over) to serve 
as Big Brothers. These men 
will take on a one- man-to-one - 
boy, relationship with a young- 
ster between 8 and 17 years of 
age who lacks a father image 
In his home, whether it be

Volunteers for Big Brothers 
win be carefully screened by 
a committee in as much as 
each Brother role demands a 
great responsibiUty.

Guy 'Refuses 
to Knuckle^ 



By Howard Swindle 
Dedicating campaign head- 
quarters only blocks from his 
Chesopeian Colony home, Del. 
Richard Guy told more than 100 
bacliers Tuesday lie will "re- 
fuse to knuckle under to po- 
licical domination." 

Guy, a one-term member of 
the House of Delegates who 
hopes to unseat Sen. NedCaton, 
accused his opponent of creating 
"the illusion of a political 
boogy-man" in his background. 
"They try to make people think 
that because my wife Is an 
Italian It automatically makes 
a villian of me," Guy said. 
The 39-year-old independent 
said Caton and his backers are 
"clearly part of a political 
conspiracy designed to exclude 
qualified business and pro- 
fessional people from public 
office in Virginia Beach." 

Guy strongly reem^asized 
in a prepared statement his 
stand as an independent candi- 
date for the stpite senate. "Two 
years ago I ran for office com- 
pletely free of any ties to any 
ll^jk^^gHHMatlpn^f^: 
^TJBKf iMMIIi ," lie saia. 
"I was and I am vehemently 
opposed to polifcal machines.'' 
Caton and his supporters have 
claimed Guy is backed by a 
political machine headed by Sid- 
ney Kellam. 

Guy who termed horse racing 
In Virginia Beach the "over- 
riding issue," said its legali- 
zation would "create new Jobs, 
stimulate the city's over-all 
economy, and provide new tax 
revenues to help finance our 
local schools and state mental 
Institutions." 

"Horse racing can and will 
be tii^tly controlled by the state 
In much the same way as the 



ABC Board controls the sale 
of liquor," Guy said. As a 
legislator, he sponsored the 
creation of a horse racing study 
commission which will make its 
recommendation later this 
year. 

Other key campaign issues 
listed by Guy Include antl-pol- 
lutlon measures, creation of 
False Cape State Park, surfing 
at the state - owned Camp 
Pendleton and the creation of 
a drug rehabilitation center In 
Virginia Beach. 



They came from all walks of 
life, the ywing and the old, 
tte successful and the modest, 
to gather in the presence of 
two people, a retired couple, 
who professed to have si^rltual 
healing powers.

The famous 
couple was low-key In presen- 
tation and charming in manner. 
They offered an understanding, 
a knowledge of life to those 
who wistied to share vaA made 
only vague attempts to convice 
anyone d their own particular 
beUefS. 

During the four public ses- 
sions over the week-end, they 
stressed one thing... man Is 
what he thinks. They were not 
here to publicize their parti- 
cular ^fts through spectacular 
healings. They were here to 
teach those who listened that 
each Individual controls his own 
health, hence his own destiny, 
throu^ proper thinking. They 
emphasized healing of the mind, 
body and spirit by placing the 
responsibility on the individual 
himself. 

Ambrose Worrall, an 
Englishman aiid a highly suc- 



cessful engineer, is Hie author 
of "The cm of HealinT', In 
Which he telU of the experiences 
of both him and Ms wife In the 
healing (tf people through faith, 
and "Explore Your Psychic 
World" in which he relates 
tapes of discussion with scien- 
HsU on this subject. Olga Wor- 
rall a first generjatlon 
American-Russian, is a "na- 
tural undeveloped psychic," as 
she explains it, and was in- 
strumental in organizing the 
New Ufe Clinic which operates 
in a Methodist Church in Bal- 
timore, Md. 

Worrall, an unassuming and 
softly-spoken man, warned ttte 
group to "Ist's be areful how 
we think" because it not only 
determines what the person U 
but what the world around him 
becomes. 

"The world is in the shape 
It's in," he said, "because 
Man is using his free will in 
the wrong direction... 
Individual desire determines a 
person's personality and 
character." 

Each person, he said, "can 
live wiUi the laws of health 
or live with the laws of di- 
sease," explaining, "If you want 
to [dckle ttie liver with alcohol, 
go ahead. I personally don't 
care to." 

His philosophy is base on 
faith in God and faith in one's 
self, he said, then explained 
the "faith is the lack of re- 
sistance to that which you wish 
to receive." 

Mrs. Worrall, a vivacious and 
outspoken woman, took over 
ipuch of the question and an- 
swer periods and was quite 
adamant in her opinions to the 
responsive group. She im- 



mediately discounted r e 1 n - 
carnation, flatly stated she did 
not believe in the "Edgar Cayce 
theory", and attacked ^rtl<m

as "wholesale nnirder.' 

"I have been told thrcnigh 
psychic experiences that a 
spiritual body Is created at 
the moment of conception," she 
said. "An aborted cMld is a 
spirit that grows in the spirit 
workl and parents, when they 
pass on , will see these ^U- 
ren. That's why doctors are 
concerned about alwrticm." 

In answer to a question, she 
said, "There is nothing wrong 
in growing up in the spiritual 
world. The problem is with 
ttie guilt that comes later to 
young people when they begin 
to realize more about Ufe." 
On Saturday night, the Wor- 
ralls conducted somewtuit of a 
healing serving, but their ef- 
forts were not of the "coming 
forward and laying on d 
hands" type. They chose, in- 
stead, to place the names of 
persons, submitted by the 
audience, in a basket for a 
tealing prayer, the same 
principal used by Mrs. 
W or rail's New Ufe Clinic, at 
which prayers are said at a 
certain time on a certain day 
for distressed persons. 

The Sunday morning service, 
held prior to the Friends 
Meetlnc'sregular service, 
dealt primarily with what the 
churches should be doing to- 
ward spiritual healing. Worrall 
stressed that persons today 
"cannot heal because they are 
always talking" rattier than lis- 
tening. 

A near-capacity crowd turned 
out Sunday afternoon, as in all

to about 60 Sunday evening for 
a display of physic pictures.

Owen B. Pickett, candidate 
for ttie House of Delegates, 
says ttie people of Virginia 
Beach are having to pay for 
ttie construction of ttie Vir- 
ginia Beach to Norfolk Ex- 
pressway twice. 

Addressing a group of people 
who were gathered at his cam- 
palgn hewlquarters, Pickett 
said, "The Virginia Beach- 
Norfolk Eiqjressway Is a gre^ 
asset to our community but I 
believe Uie people of Virginia 
Beach using this faciUty are, 
in fact, paying twice for their 
privilege of using it. 

"Section 58-711 of the Vir- 
ginia Code imposes a tax of 
7^ per gallon on all motor 
fuel used in ttiis State, and 
Section 58-730.1 restricts the 
purpose for which such taxes 
may be expended to acquisition 
and construction of roadways. 
During the ittst twelve months, 
a total of 15,400,000 vehicles 
have used the Virginia Beach 
Expressway, of which 9 1/2 
million vehicles passed throu^i 
the ma^ntoU plaza and 5,900,000 
vehicles passed through the toll 
ramps. While it Is virtually 



impossible to determine pre- 
cisely the fuel consumed by 
ttiese vehicles in ttielr use of 
ttie toll facility, I believe it is 
Mr to say that on ttie average 
a vehicle usine ttie toll road 
will travel approximately six 
miles, out of ttie total 13 1/2 
mile length. On ttils basis, and 
using a mileage factor of 14 
milesumper gallon, ttie vehicles 
using this road on sm annual 
basis are consuming in excess 
of 7 1/2 million gallons of fuel 
on whldi the motor fuel tax 
amounts to more than 
$500,000.00 per year. Under 
ttie present system, ttiis money 
is used to build ro»ls any- 
where in the State. I believe 
ttiat immediate and appropriate 
legislation should be enacted to 
require that the motor fuel tax 
paid by vehicles using the Vir- 
ginia Beach -Norfolk Express- 
way shall be applied towards 
retirement of the Iwnds sold 
to build the Expressway. The 
people of Virginia Beach should 
not be required to build their 
own roads, pay tolls and at 
ttie same time pay taxes to 
support the building qf roads 
in other areas of the State.

TtM mcnivho protect/the dty and who are on call 24 
hours a day will visit houses in their own areas, or 
contact resiflentS;^ mail, seeking contributions to 
guarantee the continuation of the fine inrotedion the 
residents of Vlndnla Beach have known in ttie past. 

Tliey do not seek much. They ask the mi^mum 
coi^ribotlon of |SJ)0 per household. It is a proven 
fad that because tS. the excelleirt protedion they 
have given, homeowners pay as much as $25 less in 
fire insurance than fiiay would if the volunteers were 
not on the Job. The donation tbey sedc is for less fian 
tiu^. Conbrary to some belief Qie volunteer fire 
deptrtments are not a tax supported operation. 

Each dnisrtment has hlg^ trained men assigned 
at all times, no matter iHiat the weattier or the 
time of dqr. Tbey are all volisiteers witii full-time 
Jobs other than their fire and rescue duties, but they 
live a few hours every week to insure the safety of 
the dttsens of Virginia Beach. 



These men are all dedicated to their respon- 
sil^Uty, and continw to train themselves to be even 
better quaUfied in fire-fighting methods and in first 
aid and rescue work. 

Tbey must pass rigid tests of high standards 
before they are allowed to become members of a 
volunteer fire departmed. It is hard work to become a 
member and bard work once ttiey become members. 



Many of the departments operate under real handi- 
caps. They often lack, equipment and their buildings 
are often Inadequate. But this does not stop them. 
Never has there ever been a complaint that the 
voludeers did not do their job, but the praise 
heaped upon them has been great and ridily deserved. 

In recent months nearly every departmed has 
purchased new and needed eqdpmed, partly on 
loans from the city. The equiproed now in service can 
honestly be called effided and modem in every way. 

But the operation of ttie volunteer udtsona day-to- 
day basis is stridly up to the resideds of ttie areas 
served. Only throu^ the generosity of die people of 
Virgida Beach can the departments do the best 
posdble Job.

The City's hard-luck permit 
for the dredging of the Eastern 
Branch of the Lynnhaven River 
will finally reach the public 
hearing stage Tuesday at 
10 a.in. In the City Council 
Chamtwrs at City Hall. 

The State Water Control 
Board has called the hearing as 
a prerequisite for State app- 
roval of a permit «hich must 
carry the State's stamp of app- 
roval before It can be okay'd 
by the Army Corps of Engin- 
eers. 

If approved, the permit will 
^low the city to dredge some 
Ibur miles of the Eastern 
Branch, beginning at a point 
South of Keeling's drain and 
terminating North of Route 58, 
near the London Bridge area. 

The overall project will cost 
the city about $350,000, take 
some three years to complete 
and require the disposition ai 
about 300,000 cubic yards of 
nuterial on several large des- 
ignated spoil areas along the 
route. These areas must neces- 
sarily be 9X least 1 1/2 feet

Ashton H. Pulley purchased 
the property, along with a 2- 
story building some 40 ynrs 
old, in hopes of operating a 
surf shop ttiere. He paii^ 
it a brif^t color to correct 
its unsightly image, paneled 
the Interior and generally im- 
proved it to the tune of some 
$3,000. 

Only to learn that the pro- 
perty is zotwd for hotel-motel 
use. Not retail. 

Tuesday he took on the Vir- 
ginia Beach Innkeepers and the 
Planning ComnUssion in an at- 
tempt to obtain the use permit 
he needs in ordter to get a 
business liceise. But te didn't 
make it. The commission denied 
he aiifilication 7 to 4. ^ 

Pulley, neatly bearded and 
modly dressed, ejqrfalned to the 
commission that the property is 
too ittrrow to conform with ttie 
zoning wbA that wten he opemd 
his business he was unaware a 
use permit would be needed. 

A zoning enf(u-cement c^eer 
visited tte shop, explaimd the 
prc^lem and said he would ten 
to operate the shop as a sul>- 
tidiary to a hotel, PuU^ 
said. llMn he found out th^oM 
room on the Mcond floor "tech- 
nically makes mt a iMjtel opera- 
tor". 

"I (ttdn't even know I had » 
iMrtel iffitU tte toning enforce- 
oeM olfi^r toM nw," te said. 



Tte innkeepers, represented 
by Grover Wrif^t, disagreed 
witti Pulley, claiming tte surf 
shop did not conform with the 
soning and approval of ttw shop 
would "make a mockery" of the 
city's zoning law. 

Plannii^ Director Charles 
CarringtcM) said te did iwt think 
a motel could pMsibly te built 
on tte pr(H)erty tecause of the 
required 10-foot i»-operty line 
set-teck. 

Pulley argued ttat ttie pro- 
perty had been on the market 
for two ynrs and ttet if te 
had notbouf^it, tte adjoining 
property owners would pr(A)ably 
"have gt^led It up for practi- 
cally nottiing."

A Virginia Beach restaurant- 
eiir and innkeeper asked City 
Council Monday to "look into" 
the restriction of unauthorized 
use of the city's military base 
clubs by large groups for social 
and official functions. 

C.A. (Cary)Karageorge made 
his request at the very end 
of the formal session, after 
adjournment had been called, 
in fact, apparently as a re- 
taliation to council's approval 
of an increased 2 per (%nt tax 
levied on persons obtainii^; 
food, etc. from city restaurants. 

The tax will become effect- 
ive June 1 and Is just one of 
several new taxes council ipp- 
roved in second reading Mon* 
day in final approval of the 
trimmed $56,483,321 City 
Budget for 1971-72. 

Karageorge said that if 
council was going to impose 
this increased taxation on the 
city's restaurants they should 
request City Attorney Dale 
Bimson to look into restriction 
of piA>lic use of the military 
facilities which are exempt 
from the tax. 

"We support the city through 
these taxes," he said, "but lose 
busiiMss, especially by the 
larger groups, to the officer's 
clubs which don't pay the tax." 
He cited such groups as civic 
leagues and "even our own 
Chamber of Commerce". 

Mayor Donald Rhodes and 
some of the coundlmen pointed 
out that these gatherings were 
made possible through individ- 
ual members who had justifi- 
able access to 0ie military clubs 
and expressed doiAits that coun- 
cil had any control over such 
activity. 

Council agreed, however, that 
if there were vioUitions of diese 
privileges they should be stop- 
ped and indicated, without a 
VQte, ttiat Bimson would be 
aslced to locdc into the matter. 

This was but one of the new 
tax ordinances opposed Monday 
by the innkeepers, even though 
Mayor Rhodes made it clear that 
the pubUc Clearing on the bad- 
get had iDQg since passed and 
couadl was fio longer ttatgated 
to pii>llcly hear their comp- 
laints. 

In informal session, Cotmdl- 
man Robert Cromwell explained 
that he had been contacted by 
motel-owner George Davis who 
said the Innkeepers would like 
to mwar before coundl before 
the final vote was taken on ttie 
budget. "And I did not feel 
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that I, as an Individual, had the 
right to speak for the entire 
coundl in denying him the re- 
quest," Cromwell said. 

The majority of council In- 
dicated an interest In hearing 
a presentation by Charles Gard- 
ner and Tom Lyons, represent- 
ing the Innkeepers Association, 
who were on hand at the in- 
formal session. "Let's hear 
what they have to say" Coun- 
cilman George Ferrell urged. 

Gardner explained that he had 
a suggested alternate to the 
city's new 2 per cent tax on 
tourist accommodations. The 
previous taxation was 1 per 
cent. The Innkeepers contend 
this increase will hinder Vir- 
ginia Beach in the competitive 
tourist business. 

Gardner suggested that 
coundl make a study of the 
dty's real estate assessments 
which, he said, "has fairly 
sizeable discrepandes", not 
only in the tourist community 
and North Virginia Beach area, 
but also dty-wlde. He said 
that if coundl would bring ttie 
overall tax assessment of prop- 
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•rty Into lin^, it would generate 
ter more than the $400,000 the 
tod|iac tax will supposedly 

bring. 

Mayor Rhodes said that, In 
Us law practice, he is con- 
stantly confronted with such 
Inequities, explaining that his 
estimated tax figure on the pur- 
chase of a new [^ece of prop- 
erty is often half the amount 
of the final assessment, 

Coundlman Curtis Payne 
said he was unaware of such 
large discrepandes and called 
for a re-assessment of city 
. property, which has not been 
done for three years. Coundl 
agreed to seek a new 
re-issessment but explained 
Uiat VbB budget could not be 
delayed on this basis. 

In the following formal 
session, the taxation on acco- 
modations levied on transients 
was opposed by Coundlmen 
Robert Callis, Frank Duschand 
Reid Ervin but passed on an 
8-3 vote. 

The only other owtosei ordi- 
nance among the 12 establishing 
new or increased taxes was the 
license tax to be imposed on 
trucks, according to weight. 
This was opposed by Coundl- 
man Floyd Waterfield, but bis 
was the only dissenting vote.

Lawyers Fighting

Compromises Ahead 



Th« city's new tl\|n ordinance 
will be to dog-eored around the 
edgte before it reaches offi- 
cial status no one will reolly 
comprehend what the final stan- 
dords are. 



City Council made a wise 
move in deferring a decision 
on the present ordinance for two 
weeks. The nieetlng Monday 
was, after all, a public hearing 
on the Hsvised plan approved 
by the Planning Commission, it 
had not received a public hear- 
ing prior to Monday. When 
introduced, and approved, at the 
Commission's April 13 meet- 
ing, it had been modified from 
its advertised specifications. 
So, in effect, Council had the 
pleasure of holding the first 
hearing on it. 

And surely Council got the 
'message. In no uncertain terms. 
The people are terriilly con- 
cerned about billboard requlre- 
fnents wItWn the city and 4t 
is not nicely they would take 
passage of this particular ord- 
inance sitting down. 



But It $9ems equally unlik#ly 
that Council will approve the 
revisions. Not because they 
feor the repercussions such 
action might bring but because 
they, OS citizens of the city, 
recognize the effects it would 
have on Virginia Beach. 



It would be nice to have a city 
completely free of unsightly 
billboards, but this is an Ideal- 
istic way of thinking, '^roper 
restrictions is the logical and 



sensible answer. And that Is 
the way Council must approach 
the problem. 

It is imperative that the finqi 
ordinance place control on the 
size and setback of outdoor 
advertising, that use permits be 
deleted, and that certoin 
thoroughfares be kept totally 
clear of all but the necessary 
road signs. 

Planning Director Car rington 
has suggested that billboards 
be prohibited on the Virginia 
Beach Expressway, the section 
of the Interstate that runs 
through Virginia Beach, Shore 
Drive, Northampton Boulevard, 
and General Booth Boulevard. 
Hopefully these will be specified 
in the final ordinance but Coun- 
cil would also do well to in- 
clude Independence Boulevard. 
This relatively new thorough- 
fare extends, primarily, 
through residential and mult I - 
fanillycontmiunltleft. and Mil- 
boards have no place there. 
And there may be certain por- 
tions of other highways Council 
might consider. 

The ordlnace finally app- 
roved and put into effect will 
not, cannot, please all people. 
But the draft of the Planning 
Department and the Commis- 
sion's Sign Committee— not the 
one approved April 13— bears 
close scrutiny by Council. 
There are compromises ahead 
and If Council approaches the 
problem with the City of Vir- 
ginia Beach at heart, then an 
acceptable ordinance will sure- 
ly be the outcome.

A number of oyster men spoke 



dredging, most of them fearing 
total contamination of the river 
once the riverbed is disturbed. 
Over two miles have already 
been restricted to marketing of 
oysters because of pollution. A 
portion of the 70 acres the 
city hopes to dredge in this 
contaminated area, Fleming 
said. 

"I think it wold be wonder- 
ful if you could clean the river 
up," G. C. Marshall said. "But 
if you clean it up and the State 
Department of Health condenms 
it, that's something else. If you 
can clean it up and not condem 
it then I am all for it." 

"I don't want to oppose the 
channel necessarily," said Earl 
Smith Sr. who has about six 
beds In the affected area, "but 
this dredging is going to cause 
a lot of damage to the oysters." 
In answer to a question from 
Fleming, Smith said, if given 
adequate time, he could possibly 
remove most of his oysters to 
another site. 

The hearing will remain open 
for 10 days so that additional 
information and testimony can 
be sent Uie State Water Control 
Board.

TH inspecttOM «%re eoiH 
ducted by a team of city of- 
ficials representing the health 
department, fire prevention 
bureau, the building inspector's 
office, and public works depart- 
ment. 

The majority of the buildings 
involved contain apartments and 
similiar quarters normally 
leased or rented for relatively 
short duraticHis of time. 

The inspectors said they 
found unsafe electrical wiring; 
below-standard plumbing or the 
complete lack of it; floors, 
walls, and ceilings which have 
deteriorated; as well as some 
buildings which have become 
delapidated. 

Indications were also given 
that some ai the rooms in these 
buildings were in an unsani- 
tary cbndition as the result of 
a large accumulation of trash 
and junk thus presenting a health 
hazard to occupants. 

Several of the buildings invol- 
ved also reportedly failed to 
offer sufficient means of exit 
in the event of fire, which would 
thus result in trapping 
occupants inside and prohibit 
firemen from properly fighting 
the fire. 

George L. Hanbury, Assistant 
to the City Manager, s^d the 
owners of the property which 
have been found unsafe or un- 
sanitary «1U be give notice that 
conditions must be corrected.

School Board A ccepts 
Cuts, 8-Period Day 




The School Board accepted 
with regret a reduced budget 
as presented by Supt. E. E. 
Brickell Tuesday at a meeting 
at Plaza Junior High School. 

A budget cut of $140,000 was 
necessary as a result of City 
Coundl's approval of a reduced 
school budget, necessary when 
voters rejected recently a 
school bond issue. 

Roard member James L. 
Kltchin spedfically objected to 
the curtailment of $50,000 de- 
letion earmarked for funds for 
a special reading series, which 
1^11 result in a $4 fee to parents 
of the children involved. 

"I hope City Council realizes 
they're gdng right back into 
tbe taxpayer's pocket to do 
this," he said, adding that he 
was against the budget cute. 

Walter Carroll, director of 
secondary education, discussed 
the eight period school day. 
He said that a sample day would 
begin with a first session from 
8 a.m. to 2 p.m.; a second, 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. with a 



9-3 period in between. 

"This will accommodate 
4,000 additional students," he 
said. Projected enrollment in 
secondary schools next year is 
18,152. 

Teachers will be on a seven 
hour work day, from 8 a.m. to 
4 p.m. with staggered hours. 
They hope to have a librarian 
available at all times. 

The plan would, ineffect, be 
equivalent to adding another 
school to the system. "We have 
no chdoe but to accept the 
plan," Brickell said. 

The board approved a lease 
for additional land at Bayside 
Elementary School, at $1 per 
year for 99 years. 

The six acres of land, owned 
Iqr the Virginia Truck and Orna- 
mentals ResearchStationbrings 
the school to the necessary 
standards set by the State Board 
of Education. The lease is sub- 
ject to change by the Governor's 
(tffice.

There's an "aw*ening" at 
Village Gallery . . . an 
awakening of the over-30 crowd 
to the talent and sensitivity 
fo today's generation. 

The present exhibit, which 
will continue through May, is the 
gallery's third annual showing 
of art by area young pe(4)le, 
either students in Vir^nia 
Beach, Norfolk or Chesapeake 
high schools or members of 
the Young ArUsts of Village 
Gallery. 

There are over 200 pieces 
in flie show, the quality ranging 
from fairly good for the age 
group to excellent tiy any stan- 
dards. All efforts should be 
recognized and praised, how- 
ever, as encouragement to these 
youngsters to develop their ta- 
lent; surely such expressions 
of youth can only enrich tomor- 
row's world. -^ 

Reviewing such an exhibit is 
more than challenging; to Judge 
it is, indeed, formidable. This 
reviewer wears both hats and Is 
iMcessarily forced into a criti- 
que of her own Judgement as 

played. 

To begin with, there is a vast, 
vast difference lietween re- 
viewing, basing selections om 
persoinl taste influenced by 
eye-iVpeal and emotional re- 
sponse, and Judging, basing win- 
ning pieces on technical artis- 
tic endeavor as well as the other 
factors.

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Ote show is completely 
dominated by B. J. Credle and 
Kevin S c h r o c k. These young- 
sters display professional work 
in- a variety of media.. oil, 
graphics, watercolor, and 
mixed media. Because of ttie 
excellence of ttwlr Aitries- 
and each had numerous entries- 
It was impossible to limit thier 
awards, even thcwgh there were 
many other talented young 
artists competing with them. 

Miss Credle's painting of a 
musician tunii^ a string in- 
strument took the top best-in- 
sbow award because of Its depth 
of human feeling as well as 
artistic dimension. It is a 
beautiful piece of work. 

The first place winn^lrs in 
oUier catergories were strong 
contenders, however, and this 
was perhaps the most difficult 
point in the Judging. This was 
especially true of Schrock's 
slightly impressionistic oil of 
brushes and a vase of cat-'o- 
nine tails done in tones of yellow 
and brown; his graphic Ugger- 
than-life portrait of a young girl, 
the mitUmr ot ia>o c «Bc»y «Bd 
Lee Grimes' bronzed sculpture 
of a Genghis Khan-type orien- 
tal. 

In fbe graftiics category Sch- 
rock and Miss Credle made a 
clean sweep, but Michael 
Player's toudiing pieces, par- 
ticu'd ly the toddler drinking 
L om a cup, missed the winner's 
list only aa very technical 
points. Second aiKl third place, 
went to Miss Credle for an 
exceptionally detailed view of a 
fishing cottage and a meticulous 
study of a crab. Schrock took 
honorable mention with another 
full-view portrait of a young 
girl. 

John Caddy is an ex- 
ceptionally talented artist and 
his display in this show im- 
mediately commands attention. 
In oils, he took secomi for a 
sensitive painting of a girl in 
a field and third for an emo- 
tional study of a group of Negro 
workmen. Vicky Fentress' dl- 
on-velvet, not necessarily a 
favorite conft)! nation, of deep 
blue mushrooms took honorable 
mention because of her ex- 
cellent vse of form and color. 
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Following Lee Grimes 
in sculpture was Klewon Rocke- 
feller, another prolific artist 
with many entries, with a second 
and third place for a wire 
sculi^ure of a bearded man 
and an over-siaed stick figure. 
Billy Whitley's prancing horse, 
so carefully painted It appears 
cereamic, won honorable men- 
tion. 

Steidien Ray's watercolor of 
a long-abondoned picnic site, 
symbolic perhaps of the young 
people's cMicern for ecology 
and conservatioo, was awarded 
first place in that category, 
followed by Miss Credle's 
miniature of mushrooms, 
second; a still life by Cathy 
Bailey, third; and yet anotiier 
still life, by Sandy Jones, hcm- 
orable mention.

Attorney Lowell Clarke, a 
candidate for the State House oi 
Delegates, told a group of cam- 
pai^ workers Friday that he 
pledges himself to a drug re- 
habilitation center to hopefully 
ease the city's drug problem. 
FROM CLARKE: 

"More and more we are be- 
coming aware of the drug abuse 
problem, especially here in 
Virginia Beachl I understand 
that there have been 
innumerable studies instigated 
in Richmond concerning this 
problem. It is time now to act 
and do something concrete about 
it." he said. 

"As a lawyer, I can attest 
to the fact that there is a dire 
need to establish »lequate fa- 
cilities to treat the drug ad- 
dict. W'e, also, need a place 
to rehabilitate the youthful of- 
fender. We must establish a 
state - sponsored narcotic 
treatment and rehabilitation 
center preferably one located 
which will encompass the Tide- 
water area. "You say, doesn't 
this cost money? It certainly 



does, iNit It also costs money 
to house these people In our 
local and state penal institu- 
tions. It costs society money 
when these youthful offenders 
turn into hardened criminals to 
support their habit. 

"We must stop hiding our 
heads in the sand hoi^ng that 
the problem will fade away. 
The Federal government is not 
coming to our rescue. In fact, 
the nearest treatment center Is 
Lexington, Kentucky, which the 
Federal government Iscon- 
slderlng closing. This possible 
closing is due to the lack oi 
use l^ tiM Federal authority. 
The reason, of course, is that 
the greatest majority of drug 
abuse cases are at state level. 

"Hopefully a coordinated ef- 
fort to keep Kentucky's center 
open can be sustained and hope- 
fully. Congress will pass a law 
allowing hard coare users of 
drugs in violation of state law 
to make use of the center. 

"We must, however, put a 
state rehatAlitatlon center In 
operation and to that end I

Wistes, Lies, and Dreams, by 
Kenneth Koch. New York. Chel- 
sea House Publishers, 1970. 
$7.95. 

Wishes, Lies, and Dreams is 
a unique book based on the poet 
Kenneth Koch's experiment in 
teaching children, grades one 
throu^ six, to write poetry 
at P. S. 61 on New York's 
Lower East Side. In th* first 
section of the book Mr. Koch 
discusses bis methods, the 
children's response, and how 
other teachers can use his 
ideas. The remainder of the 
book is a collection of the child- 
ren's poems, divided into 
sections according to them. 
Wishes, Lies, and Dreams is 
illustrated vtlth photographs ami 
original manuscripts of poems. 

Knowing the creativity and 
spontaneity of children and how 
much they enjoy making works 
of art, Mr. Koch was curious 
to know if writing poetry could 
evoke the same response. Mr. 
Koch's problems included what 
to say to children *1th no com- 
mitment to literature, how to 
get them excited about writing 
poetry, and how to encourage 
the children to bring forth their 
natural creativity. He solved 
these pr(^lems by presenting 
Ms ideas with words tlat child- 
ren use, by removing tarriers 
such as the use of rhyme, by 
giving rules 'such as for a 
game, i.e. telling them to be- 
gin each line «1th "I wish," 
by showing Ms excitement about 
«4iat they were doing, and by 
selecting well -known poetry 
which would flt in with his 
assignments to read to the 
children just before they were 
going to write. By allowing

«>ura0ng them to be free and 
even "crazy" In what ttey 
wr(rte, and ^ rtadii^ ttMr 
poems aloud, Mr. Kodt n^e 
the experience ui enioy^le aad 
exclttng one for flte' chlbfrtn.

To the Editor: 

After observing various edi- 
torials and articles written con- 
cerning the Rudee Inlet pro- 
jects, I feel as though I must 
comment as to the City of 
Virginia Beach's role in this 
matter. I feel that the City 
should not only get out of the 
Marina business, but absolve 
Itself of any other business 
tlMU tends to comj^te with pri- 
vate enterprize. TTiere Is doc- 
umented, a list of numerous 
projects which was attempted 
by the City and which proved 
to be a financial disaster. 

I was recently apprised of an 
enormous Marina project plan- 
ned for the Rudee Inlet Basin 
which has not been able to 
materallze due to the lack of 
professional aUllty of several 
of our higher echelon depart- 
ment heads within the City, or 
maybe the efforts of these dev- 
elopers are purposely being 
blocked by these same depart- 
ment heads for devious reasons 
known only to themselves. An 
example of why I feel there 
Is some deviousness, it was re- 
cently related to me that cer- 
tain developers ask for per- 
mission to Install sewage lines 
from their own pumping system 
under the creek bed of Rudee 
to Close Avenue in Shadow- 
lawn, and then tie into the City 
Sewer lines. This request was 
denied, with an explanation that 
the pumpingstatlons in that area 
were already overloaded; 
seemingly this appears to be a 
valid reason for denial. Yet, 
on the other hand, what about 
the new motels that have been 
added to that same system, and 
ttiose planned, and those given 
tentative approval since the re- 
quest at Rudee. 

The afore mentioned example 
is one of many impasses en- 
countered. ' Any questions dir- 
ected to professional builders, 
planners, developers, con- 
tractors, englMers, and other 
persons who ha|;^n to be bogged 
down in bureaucratic red tape, 
and pure noisense will disclose 
many many, cases parallel to 

out quite imaginative, funny, 
and perceptive, as these Urns 
firom different poems reveal: 
"I wish I was a chocolate- 
covered flying horse," "A but- 
terfly is like a colorful flying 
rainbow," "A cat's faiw touch- 
ing grass soumls like a clowl 
flMting," "I used to t» a fish, 
but «}w I am a nurse," and 
"Heads are like haired base- 
balls."

To the Editor: 

TIm survey question, "Should 
the City dredge the Eastern 
Branch of the Lynnhaven 
River?", in last week's edition 
of the Sun should have been 
entiUed, "Should the City 
restore the waters of the East- 
ern Branch of the Lynnhaven 
River to their former unpollu- 
ted condition, and preserve the 
natural environment of the reg- 
ion?" The present condition of 
the Eastern Branch is deplor- 
able. Pollution levels at or 
near the cut-off point for re- 
creational swlmniing; stagnant 
ponds of water and foul- 
smelling mud flats; a 
decreasing wild-life populaition; 
and most tragic of all, the loss 
of recreational benefits to the 
people of this region. 

Due to the topography of the 
area the only significant flow 
in the Eastern Branch is a tidal 
flow. Dredging would increase 
the tidal flow which would go 
a long way toward restifflng 
the area to its uiqx)lluted state. 
It is interesting to note that 
water samples taken from the 
Western Branch of the Lynn- 
haven and from Long Creek 
show a marked decrease in pol- 
lution levels AFTER the dred- 
ging operation. 

I know of no better way to 
clean up a body of water and 
keep it clean than to make 
it available for recreational 
purposes— swimming, fishing, 
crabbing, boating and water- 
skiing. People who are out on 
the water are the first to ob- 
serve sources of pollution, the 
first to become aroused, and 
the first and most effective 
to demand public and private 
efforts to eliminate sources 
of pollution.

Navy-gray trucks, their loads 
pushing the tires deep Into the 
sandy ruts, matte their way 
along the backwoods NorthCar- 
olina road toward one of the 
few clearings near Catherine 
Lake. 

Within a few hours, the trucks 
pulled their empty trailers from 
the clearing, leaving five large 
mobile communications vans, 
portable generators and anten- 
nas throughout the once-plowed 
field. 

Nearby, less than 20 yards 
into the heavy brush, men in 
olive-drab fatigiws hurried to 
erect fcNir large tents before 
the sun vanished. 

Admittedly, an unusual scene 
for the Navy. But setting up 
communications in out-of-the- 
way places and wearing fatigues 
instead of dungarees Is a way 
of life for men of Air Trans- 
portable Communications Unit 
No. 5 (ATCU). 

Commanded by Lt. Ralph Mott 
(A 5629 Susquehanna Dr. in 
Virginia Beach, the unit is one 
of few in the Navy that can be 
depleted to the field in case 
of national emergency or nat- 
ural disaster. The unit, based 
at Naval Communication Station 
Norfolk, is on a constant 72- 
hour alert. 

ATCU No. 5 and seven of its 
men just returned from Exer- 
cise Exotic Dan(»r IV, a mas- 
sive military exercise centered 
near Camp Lejeune, N. C. in- 
volving all four services. 

Lt. Mott and his men provided 
support for the Army's 11th 
Signal Battalion f^omFortHua- 
chuca in Arizona. For this 
oper^on, nine members of the 
Air Force's 4tli Mobile Com- 
munications Groiq;) from Altus 
AFB in Oklahoma were assigned 
to ATCU. The Navy's primary 
mission was to provide atrans- 
mitter and reetlver site for 
messages origloated by the 
Army. 

ATCU also maintained a radio

transported Marines made an 
amphibious assault on the beach 
as a part of Exotic Dancer. 

Though the name of the war 
games was Exotic Dancer, the 
name belies ATCU's living con- 
ditions. Men slept in tents. 
Their only^vater vaisfpVi came 
from Army "iHiffaloes," 400- 
g^lon water trailers. Hot water 
for shaving and washing came 
from 30-^lon garbage cans 
with heating coils. 

When ATCU first deployed, 
men ate C -rations from cans. 
Later, however, ttiey ate at 
nearby Army mess tents. 

But, the men of ATCU No. 
5 didn't complain too loudly 
about living conditions. The 
memory of their last deploy- 
ment was still too fresh. That 
was when the sleeping bags did 
littte to block out the 16-degree 
February temperatures.

Citizens Serve The City

A group of resort city pri- 
vate citizens, including a nuin- 
l)er of businessmen, for some 
time have been devoting a major 
portion of their leisure hours 
to protection of the residents 
of city through the Virginia 
Reach Auxiliary Police. 

During the past 12 months the 
Auxiliary Police, consisting at 
present of a compliment of 
80 men, recorded more than 
50,000 hours of such voluntary 
work. None of the members 
of the Auxiliary Police received 
any pay for this work, and all 
of the hours were worked on 
a voluntary basis. 

The Auxiliary operates as a 
unit ofthe Virginia Beach Police 
Department, with each member 
being a sworn police officer 
with all police powers. When 
on official duty they are clothed 
in brown police uniforms, carry 
sidearms, police badges and 
identification cards. 

Auxiliary officers work reg- 
ular duty schedules at each of 
the three Police Precincts in 
the city patrolUng areas on foot 
and/or riding with regular 
police officers on routine patrol 
by police car of assigned dis- 
tricts. They also assist in hand- 
ling traffic control of motor 
vehicles throughout the city and 
when large crowds are expected 
at special events, as well as 
handling crowd control at high 
school events and various civic 
affairs. 



Col. William T.McFarland is 
Chinf ofthe Auxiliary Police and 
Is assisted In the unit's oper- 
ation by U. Col. Donald T. Fan- 
tone, who serves as Adminis- 
trative Officer. 

Before an applicant is 
accepted for memt)ershlp In the 
Auxiliary he undergoes a tho- 
rough background check. He 
must be in above average phy- 
sical condition, receive clear- 
ance of any past criminal act- 
ivities by the Virginia Beach 
Police Department and the FBI, 
and receive a satisfactory 
rating during an interview by 
the Review Board. 

Once an applicant is accepted 
he undergoes a thorough train- 
ing program prior to being 
assigned regular duties. This 
training involves classroom in- 
struction in the proper per- 
formance of their police duties; 
familiarization with the federal, 
state, and local laws which they 
might be called upon to enforce; 
training in the use of firearms 
which they may have to use; 
instruction in self-defense; and 
satisfactory completion of a 
course of instruction in first 
aid techniques which might be 
required during a medical 
emergency. 

PoUce Chief Col.W. W. Davis 
expressed his feeling on the 
value of the Auxiliary Police by 
saying "These men 1 think do a 
great service to the community, 
and certainly ease our problems 
in being able to lessen the load 



on the regular police dtiiait- 
ment. Fur InstajiCjf, they had 
50 men at the Arnled Forces 
Day parade on traffic control 
points and this of course 
relieved the department of this 



job, l really duu'f at this point 
see how we could {unction with- 
out them in light of the many 
events we have throughout the 
year in which they assist us.

Peace Officers Honored In Ceremonies 



Three Virginia Beach police 
officer; who gave their lives 
in the performance of their 
duties were honored last Friday 
during "Peace Officers Memo- 
rial Day" services. TrilHites 
were paid to the memory of 
Charles Porteus, Roger 
McCltmg, and Robert Monette. 

Porteus was fatally injured 
in Jime of 1952 on Atlantic 
Avenue while questioning the 
driver of an auto he had stopped 
during investigation of a traf- 
fic law violation. Porteus and 
the driver were both struck by 
another auto, also resulting in 
the death of the driver being 
questioned. 

McClung and Monette 
drowned while working as a 
team in the waters of Lake 
Rudee in December of 1969 
with tlie police department's 
"Underwater Search i Rescue 



Squad" during a training exer- 
cise. Although McClung and 
Monette were under observation 
by other -members of the 
"Squad" as they moved across 
the lake beneath the water's 
surface, efforts ta rescue them 
when they encountered 
difficulty were unsuccessful. 

Police Chief Col. W.W.Davis 
in delivering the feature ad- 
dress during last Friday's 
ceremony pointed to the fact 
that "In 1970 a record high of 
100 law enforcement officers 
were murdered, and 72,000 
were assaulted. In the last 
Decade 661 men were l(»t to 
criminal action". 

Pointing to an increasing rise 
in the rate of crime, and at- 
tacks on police officers, 
throughout the nation Col. Davis 
pointed out "the role of the 
policeman becomes in- 



creasingly dangerous". 

"The price of enforcing the 
law is high. Perhaps no one 
knows just how costly, except 
the slain the slain policeman's 



family and his fellow officers.

Glenn McClanan directed re- 
marks Friday before campalp 
supporters toward a museum at 
' the Cape Henry Lighthouse. The 
statement was made at a coffee 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Billy R. Forinash in Princess 
Anne Plaza. 

"The first permanent English 
settlers in America first landed 
on the soil of what is now 
Virginia Beach, near the site 
of the old Cape Henry Light- 
house.. The Cape Henry Light- 
house has been designated as 
a National Historic Landmark, 
and according to a sign at the 
entrance "This site possesses 
exceptional value in commem- 
orating and illustrating the his- 
tory of the Lnited States". Yet, 
amazingly enough, there is no 
museum to display for tourists 
and ourselves the great events 
that have occurred here," Mc- 
Clanan said. 

"I am writing today to 
Congressmen Thomas N, Down- 
ing and William Whitehurst and 
Governor Holton requesting that 
Virginia and the most appro- 
priate agency of the federal 
government immediately co- 
operate to establish a museum 
near the Cape Henry Light- 
house. 

"This idea first occurred to 
me during a recent visit to the 
Museum of the Sea at the base 
of the Cape Hatteras, North 
Carolina Lighthouse that is op- 
erated there by the National 
Park Service. Their displays 
descril)e the history of the 2 
Cape Hatteras Lighthouses, the 
shipwrecks that have occurred 



just off the Dare coast> pirates 
ventures, the great Hatteras 
storms and their effects and tJw 
history of the eastern North 
Carolina area. The entire cfis- 
play area occupies less than 
2,000 square feet. Annual visit- 
ation at tht Hatteras museum 
ranges from 130,000 to 170,000 
persons with daily visitation 
going as high as 2,800 visitors.

City Golf Course Opens 



For years, thousands of vaca- 
tioners have flocked to Virginia 
Beach, Va., to enjoy the match- 
less lures of nature—miles of 
clean beaches, gentle ocean 
surf, picturesque wood lands, 
bountiful farms, fishing and 
hunting— or to walk through a 
score of historical attractions. 
And for the 1971 visitor, some- 
thing new has been added. 

Or, to be more accurate, 
there will be 18 new reasons 
for "getting away from It all" 
In Virginia Beach this year. 

Each of the 18 holes at Red 
Wing Lake Golf Course truly 
does have its own distinctive 
characteristic, and combined 
they will present the toughest 
kind of challenge for even the 
best of the straight shooters. 
The championship distance is 
7,007 yards, however, there are 
four tees at each hole and the 
shortest route is 5,280 yards. 

The million-dollar, par 72 
course— built and operated by 
the City of Virginia Beach— 
will be opened formally on 
July 1., Play is by green fees 
only, beginning at $6 on week- 
ends and holidays and $5 on 
weekdays. (Since It is a muni- 
cipal course, Virginia Beach 
residents are given a Si dis- 
count). 

"Par breakers on this course 
will be about as rare as four- 
minute Rdiei^ were 15 years 
flCo/t''Oa*t /•ports irriter«oiB«^ 
mented after his first tour of 
tile Red Wing Lake layout. The 
Course pro, Jennlng House, im- 
mediately agreed and added, 
"It will test the greatest and 
I'll predict that within a few 
seasons they'll be looking at it 
for a. major PGA tournament." 

The first thing that puts Red 
Wing Lake Golf Course in a 
class by itself is water, which 
comes into play on 10 of the 
holes, Nos. 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 8, 



9 (twice), 11, 12, and 18. Then 
there are the large, sloping 
greens (averaging almost 8,500 
square feet) with undulating 
carpets of bent grass, the sad- 
istic placement of 84 traps and 
a design which has only one 
par«four or par-five without 
a dogleg. 

Too, it will be impossible 
to play from one fairway to 
another because trees or water 
separate each, and bottleneck 
approaches virtually prohibit 
anybody from dribbling his ball 
onto the greens. 

Two of the holes. No. 9 and 
No. 18, already have been 
dubbed "magnificent mon- 
sters." No. 9 Is 600 yards 
long, water In front of the tee, 
a dogleg right, and water In 
front of the rolling green. No. 
18 Is "only" 567 yards, but 
It has nine yawning traps, a 
sharp dogleg left and 75 yards 
of water guarding the green. 
Besides 9 and 18, the par 
fives are the 512-yard fifth and 
the 483-yard 11th. There also 
are two par-three holes on each 
side, with the longest being the 
224 -yard No. 4 and the shortest, 
187 yards at No. 13. The 10 
par -four holes measure up to 
440 yards. 

Red Wing Lake was designed 
by noted golf course architect 
George W, Cobb of Greenville, 
&. C, The layout was carved 
firon 25(^«cr«8 of virgin wood- 
land touching the lake from 
which it gets its popular name. 
(The formal name is The W. 
Russell Hatchett Virginia Beach 
Municipal Golf Course, in honor 
of the man who retired in 1968 
as city manager). 

The course is only a «hort 
distance south of vrf|inia 
Beach's main resort section, off 
General Booth Boulevard. 

In addition to the playing lay- 
out. Red Wing also has a spa- 



cious practice area for woods 
and irons, and tremendous put- 
ting green. 

The unique, modular clul)- 
house nestled in a grove of 
stately trees offers lodcero^ 
a lounge and a restaurant, [flus 
a complete pro shop and garage 
for a fleet of electric carts. 
And there's a parking lot built 
with the expectation that up to 
400 a day will be playing Red 
Wing Lake Golf Course.

The Bayslde Development 
Plan, scheduled for its first 
public airing next week, will 
Include City Planning Depart- 
ment recommendations on such 
issues as protection of the Lake 
Smith watershed and the 
Western Branch of the Lynn- 
haven River, consideration ci 
seven Ustorical homes and 
buildings and the possildllty of 
a 250-acre park. 

The long-awaited plan will be 
presented by the Planning De- 
partment in an Informal public 
hearing Tuesday at 7:30 p.m, 
at Bayslde Junior High School 
auditorium. It will be offldally 
presented to tte Planning Com- 
mission on June 10. 

It has been the projed of 
Urban Planner Lee w. Hickman 
who said Wednesday it is a 
''sound plan" designed to guide 
development ofthe Bayslde area 
over the next 15 years. 

"We've handled ttds one a 
little dlierently than the 



ottiers," he said. "I've met 
with all of the dvlc leagues In 
the area and each appointed a 
representative to work wl^ me 
In Vt» development ofthe pbn." 

The advisory group consisted 
of 20 persons, he said, "and 
we've already made quite a few 
changes to reflect their 
Interests and wishes because 
they represent the Bayslde 
people." 

The plan encompasses a full 
range of development, with 
planning recommendations on 
roads, schools, fire and police 
stations, librarieis, parks, Mgh 
density areas anid other future 
land use. 

"It will definitely have an 
affed on the future develop- 
ment of the entire Bayslde 
area," Hickman said. 

One of the.department's more 
"grandiose" recommenda- 
tions, as Iflckman termed It, 
concerns tiie development of a 
mk\ot park on the 250-aci'e 
Sam Jones trad. 



"It is economically iofeasltde 
at tills time," be said. "Wt 
can't even get school sltest It 
is a grandiose recommeodi^oii 
because we recognized it Is i^ 
most impossible to acquire UUs 
much land wltii ttie dtfa 
finances the way Uiey are at 
the present." 

The park has neverthlsM 
been included because Ba^rtde 
is sadly laddng in recretttcNial 
faciUUes. There are, In fact, 
no recreaticm areas at tte pre- 
sent time. "The residents tre 
using Uie sdiools," Rtekian 
said, "or at least tiioseivfeettre 
forttnate enough to live MMIA 
school."

Garb8ge»what it can consist 
of and how it can be disposed 
of— was the subjed of two or- 
dinances passed Monday by City 
Council and which will become 
effective within 30 days. 

One ordinance amends the 
City Code to allow use of plastic 
or polyethylene ba^ which meet 
the standardi of the National 
Sanitation Foundation. The 
other requires that small dead 
animals or ottier garbage which 
might attrad rats be kept in 
tight containers until disposed 
of. 

The second ordinance wai 
necessary. City Manajer Roger 
Scott said, "because the Com- 
munity Services Dspartment 
has been handling some garbage 
they shouldn't be required to." 

In general, the ordinances 
specify that garbage: 

*Be placed out on ttie day of 
pick-up before 7 a.m. and that 
recepticles be removed the 
same day. 

*Be |da(»d on the curb line 
or in an alley wide enough for 
trucks. 

'^Be deposited in metal cans 
of not more tttan 20-gallon ca- 
podty (Mr plastic or polyethylene 
bags. Each <^ must be in 



good condition and have a tight 
fitting cover at all times and 
bags must be intact and tightly 
tied. 

Any garbage consisting of 
waste animals or vegetable 
matter upon which rats may 
feed must be stored in covered 
containers. It is also luilawful 



to dump any dead animal or 
any waste vegetable or animal 
matter on any premises, land 
or waterway. 

No wooden boxes, barrels, 
other wooden receptacles or un- 
improved receptacles can be 
used for garbage or refuse.

With the sign ordinance, how- 
ever, it was Carrington who 
spoke out for the people. His 
department's nrwre restrictive 
draft, its professional logic, 
was more acceptable than the 
lenient revisions approved by 
the Planning Commission. Even 
the proposal drafted by the 
commission's own sign com-

commission, not Carringtqn, 
actually under fire. 

The Planning Commission, 
though not a policy-making 
body, rules on planning matters 
and passes its recommenda- 
tions to council. The two groups 
continually find themselves In 
separate camps when they 
should, in fact, be fighting the 
battle united. This one facet 
ofdeveiopm e nt— planning— 
strikes the hearts of the average 
citizen more than any other 
one issue and the confusion 
caused by lack of governmental 
communication only adds to the 
growing concern. 

Carrington's stand, for which 
he is to be highly commended, 
will, in the long run, be one 
of the best things that could 
have happened to this city. It 
brought the council and the 
commission together for, hope- 
fully, a better understanding of 
eoch group's responsibility to 
the people and their own rel- 
ationship to each other. 

The time is fast coming, per- 
haps it is already here, when 
council hnust realize that a 
thirteen- member commission 
is ungainly. Diversification of 
opinion is important, but not 
to this extent. Council may 
also realize that successive re- 
appointments to four -year 
terms create a staid, rather 
than a progressive, commis- 
sion. 

Public election of the 
Planning Commission Is per- 
haps too expensive, too vul- 
nerable to political influence; 
this may or may not be the 
answer. But apparently a re- 
vamping of the commission's 
structure is Just over the hori- 
zon and council had best 
be giving It thought.

Many feel the agendra of goverament pay little attention to 
the wishes of the people. In flid, many feel (be government 
tnireaucrats pay little attedlon to ttie law if ItdUfen flrom flidr 
personal views. 

This seems to be file time of ttie "minorities." The majority 
seems to be playing second place to die minorities. While tbe 
majority pays Uie bill, the vocal little gnnips wbo have open use of 
the TV and major newspapers get all tbe benefits. 

Let me give you an example. In a large city recently one d tbe 
Ug^ schools held its regular electfon for student officers. 

Since the white students were in tbe majority, tbey won tbe 
electtons. 

The black students went on a rampage In protest. Some d die 
press and TV in tbe area joined ttie contest and what happened? 
It seems that ttie school will now set aside a percentage d tbe 
student offices for tlw minorittes. In ottier words, If tte sdiool 
has 30 per ced black students, 30 per cent d ttie studrat 
officers mt|^ be blacks.

If the people ever dedde to ad, ttiey Just nl|^ over ad and 
ttien our biased media will find themselves In trodfle. Nd that 
ttiey wlU take it but good advice wodd be to tdce It aasy, 
real easy.
